Ownership Revealed 


Well-Planned Two-Story Model

Washington, D. C. — The wel­ 
fare of children is the main 
rea 
son why peop’ e 
in 
the 
United 
States buy houses, while freedom 
of action is the chief reason why 
childless Americans 
rent 
a p a r t ­ 
ments. These conclusions are re­ 
ported by the United 
States 
B u ­ 
reau of Labor Statistics after ex­ 
amining the results of a question­ 
naire investigation. 
The inquiry was carried out 
in 
the city of Chica co 
and 
vicinity 


but is regarded as fairly represen­ 
tative of most urban communities 
of this country, and 
portrays 
a 
tendency that is universally recog- 
nired. 
The poor and the rich are more 
frequently found in ownership of 
homes than those of a middle-in- 
come class. By the 
rich 
is 
not 
meant 
the millionaire class, but 


beginning with persons of Incomes 
of $10,009 a year snd nrsr. With 
ihi* group, home ownership shows 
an increase. 
By the poor is not meant 
the 
extremely poor but those in 
low 


salary trades. For example, 
the 
Chicago inquiry reveals that the 
largest honm-owning class la com­ 
pole d of a yet poorer group with 
income of only l l SOO and under. 
Rising In income strata 
between 


$8000 and $10,000 a year, there 
is a steady decline of home own- 
eri. The third 
most 
numerous

$5000 to $7500, and 
the

Urine in town, they can get 
accommodations thev desire on a

Across even* stratum of the In­ 
come groups, however, it Is shown 
that the presence of children has 
much to do with place of resid­ 
ence and the purchase or renting 
of the home.

Natural !>o*.ire to Own Home 
The fact that home-owning be­ 
gins again about aa soon a* 
the 
$10,000 class 1s passed is an 
in­ 
dication that there is a 
natural 
desire to possess 
the 
domicile. 
Practically all people who achieve 
incomes above $10.OOO 
a 
year 
own their own dwellings. Excep­ 
tions are found in the larger cities 
hut that ie very largely due to the 
fact that available single bouses 
are few. 
While children are 
found 
to 
constitute the chief reason of par­ 
ents for desiring to 
own 
their 
homes, one group was discovered 
by the Inquiry which inclined to 
renting for the same reason. It 
was pointed out that where there 
is a growing family it may prove 
inconvenient to own a house, 
lf 
living quarters are rented, it 
is 
easy to remove to a larger apart­ 
ment when an addition 
to 
the 
family dictate* such action. Then. 
as children grow np and go out in­ 
to the world for themselves, the 
sire of the dwelling can as readily 
contract. 
Freedom 
for the child to play

Architectural 
Honesty Is Held 
Key to Economy 


Architectural 
honesty 
is 
the 
most direct road to the attainment 
of beauty and economy 
in 
home 
construction. 
The elimination of 
false 
and 
purposeless features 
is 
said 
by 
Federal 
Housing 
Administration 
officials to play a 
large 
part 
in 
bringing about an attractive home 
and a sound investment. 
False fronts, false 
walls, 
and 
false windows constitute the most 
common architectural 
abuse 
en­ 
countered by FUA exports. 
This 
fault is often manifest in windows 
in gara ge doors, placed 
there 
to 
disguise the identity of the garage. 
Other variations of this fault 
in­ 
clude false 
porte-cocheres, 
false 
service doors covered by sweeping 
roof lines, 
and 
continuation 
of 
walls when they serve 
no 
actual 
purpose, such as concealing drying 
yards or service entrances. 
Shutters Must 
Fit 
Another common fault is found 
in shutters which do not 
fit 
the 
window openings, while in 
many 
cases shutters are found applied to 
th© outside of the window 
frame. 
thus increasing the false character 
of the structure. 
A 
“ restlessness” 
in 
masonry 
walls Is frequently created by 
in­ 
troducing 
materials 
other 
than 
thp one which

body of the wall. This is seen most 
often in the form 
of 
pieces 
of 
stone or rock inserted into 
brick 
walls, with a condition 
described 
a* “ rock 
rash ’’ 
resulting. 
Stone

houses for the purpose of accentu­ 
ating entrances, window* openings, 
or false hutresses tends to destroy 
the desirable simplicity of mason­ 
ry construction. A

beatify is created when the exter­ 
ior finish of a home is not disturb­ 
ed by too great a variety in finish­ 
ing materials. 
Windows, to play their part 
in 
the architectural 
design 
of

home, should he kept simple 
and 
should not vary in design. A com­ 
mon fault is found in the use 
of 
several different kinds of windows 
in

Diamond- 
shaped glass panes may be

Potato Harvesting .Job Under W ay 


Kiwanis Speaker M.E.A. MEETS 
How J U. P. Republicans 


T h a t old, Irresistible urge to do 
w h at the other fellow 
is doing 
influenced 
the 
m a n a g e r of Old 
O rchard farm to start his potato 
harvest last week 
In spite of the fact the vines in 
both 
of 
Old 
O rchard's potato 
fields are still green and growing. 
w ith no evidence of eith er blight 
or frost damage and in spite of 
a firm decision, made some time 
ago, not to start potato digging 
this vear until the second week in 
O ctober, the farm m anager devel­ 
oped a severe attack of cold feet 
when he saw Fran k ie Barron and 
all of his neighbors going slam 
bang at their potato harvest early 
in the week. 
So on T hursday he 
started a small crew in one field 
H e temporized w ith hi* original 
judgm ent 
by 
beginning 
slowly 
and 
picking Old O rchard 's seed 
stock 
for 
next year, from the 
rows before the m ain crop was 
picked up and hauled to the store 
house. 
in addition 
he 
set 
one 
man at the tedious job of digging 
every hill in a row and saving for 
next year's seed plot only the po­ 
tatoes from hills that had four or 
more perfect specimens. 
In other 
words one malformed potato iii an 
otherwise perfect hill, condemned 
the entire hill and to dig lull after 
hill w ithout finding one with at 
least four perfect potatoes and no 
o ffb leaker is a discouraging and 
a tedious task 
But every grower 
of 
certified seed potatoes must 
have a seed plot, separate from 
his 
regular 
crop, 
in which is 
planted only the seed gathered in 
this w ay. 
As soon as this job is 
com pleted and all of the seed re­ 
quired by Old O rchard for next 
season is in separate storage, the 
potato digging operation w ill be 
speeded up with more pickets and 
by the end of next week all of 
Old O rchard's crop should he out 
of the .field. 
W ill Store C ertified Sco t 
Old Orchard w ill store its main 
certified seed crop this season in 
a larg e root house that Frankie 
B a rro n has constructed on the old 
B a rro n place, as it is well con­ 
structed. well ventilated and am ­ 
ple provision has been made for 
heating 
against 
freezing 
during 
intensely cold w eather this w in­ 
ter. 
It was first planned to store 
the main crop In the basement? 
of the two houses at the farm , 
hut house basement storage is tin- 
handy and cramped at hest, while 
in the Barron root-house there is 
am ple room for grading and for 
handling the stock a* tt Is moved 
A ll of the fall plowing, over on 
the Tom Jones place, 
has been 
com pleted and as soon as thp po­ 
tatoes are out, an a lfa lfa field

ready
